SOME VERY WAfi'M EXCHANGES 


COMMISSION WOOKBIED -BY THE 


TIME CONBUfflLBD. 


Soranton. Pa., Nov. 18.—Another 


large crowd was in attendance today 
when, the arbitration commission 'be- 
gan- its fourth day's sitting. 
Mr. 


Mitchell, who has been on the stand 
since last Frid'ay, took his place in 
the witness 'box and his cross-exajm- 
ination by Wayne MacVeagh, for the 
Erie company, was resumed. It was 
the general opinion of attorneys to- 
day that Eome -arrangement will have 
to be mad'e to" shorten the inquiry. 
At the rate progress is now 'being 
made it will take many weeks to hear 
•both sides to 
the controversy. 
If 


counsel takes no action it is 'likely 
the icomimissioii 
will suggest that 


something be done. Tie commission- 
ers recognize that President Mitchell 
is the .most important witness the 
miners have and they are loath to 
have matters hurried wthile he is on 
the stand. He being the president 'of 
the union, 
his opinions are looked 


upon as official and also as reflecting 
the policy of the organisation. 


Before proceeding to the examina- 


tion, John 
T. Lenalian, of Wilkes- 


barre, one of the attorneys for the 
non-union 'men who want the com- 
mission to take up their case, handed 
to the commission a list of two thous- 
and names of non-union mien as his 
authority for appearing before 
the 


arbitrators. 
Ho did not wish the 


commission to make the names pub- 
lic ttt this time, but as Chairman 
Gray said everything filed with the 
commission 
is putolic matter, 
the 


names 
were unofnuia'lly handed in 


nnd were not given out for publica- 
tion. 
He also filed, -a statement of 


the noii-uuiou uejn'auus which were 
published this morning. 


INFLUENCE OF VIOLENCE. 


Mr. 'MacVeagh, in resuming his 


cross-examination, said he would be 
glad to get tin expression as to the 
influence of acts of violence upon the 
temper and disposition of the union 
men said to have committed them. 
The witness snid that he would not 
assume that the nets of violence are 
true. 


"If," said he, "Forest City, which 


had been referred to, would lie an ex- 
ample of all towns and cities in the 
anthracite field, it would indicate 
that we are a very law-abiding, re- 
ligious, people." 


"The 
question," Mr. 
MacVeagh 


said, "is whether or not you have 
taken the proper methods to prevent 
a repetition of violent acts when they 
have occurred." 


He did not care, he said, by whom 


these were committed. "What I am 
trying to Khow,r' he continued, "is 
that there is a growing spirit of vio- 
lence and disregard of law in your 
organization and that your influence 
over them is insufficient to keep them 
law-abiding and peaceable as you de- 
sire them to be.'' 


RETAINS COMPOSURE. 


Under this arraignment 
of the 


union Mr. Mitchell retained his com- 
plete composure. The question met 
with a ready response. 
"The fear 


that my influence," said he, "is not 
sufficient to deter men from the com- 
mission of crime is a contradiction of 
the claims often made about me." 


He was free to say that some men 


may have been deterred from going 
to work because of violence, but the 
strike itself lost more in public opin- 
ion by reason of that than it could 
possibly gain. 


The cross-examiner 
and the wit- 


ness then plunged into a spirted col- 
loquy over the question of whether 
one man has a right to prevent an- 
other man from selling his labor. 


The best answer 
Mr. MacVeagh 


could draw from the miners' chief 
was that he did not approve of any 
one committing an unlawful act. 


DISCUSSION OF ANARCHY. 
Mr. MacVengh 
read a statement 


regarding the right to strike as 'be- 
longing to the personal freedom of 
work'ingmen. He also took the view 
that in exercising that freedom those 
who cease to work must not interfere 
with the liberty of others who wish 
to work. 


"We do not want anarchy," sai.l 


Mr. Mitchell, "and that is anarchy 
pure and simple—the right of every 
man to do absolutely as he pleases 
regardless of its effects on society.'" 


"This is th« language of a very 


carefully disg-ursed anarchy," 
Mr. 


JtUcVeajpli reniasked, ".because it is 


the language of Archbishop Ireland." 


"Archbishop Ireland never expect- 


ed it to lie -used in 
that sense. I 


might say Archbishop Ireland is <s 
nMinrber of a committee of which I 
am also a member which has declared 
for a trade oinion idea." 


Answering- a further question, Mr. 


Mitebell declared that if Archlbishop 
Ireland's statement meant that th3 
men have no right to picket, he dis- 
agreed with him. Mr. 'Mitchell added 
that he did not know that the arch- 
bishop was regarded as a supreme 
court on trade union matters. 


IGNORECD THE RULES. 


The attorney and the witness wan- 


dered from the lules of cross-exam- 
ination an'd indulged in an argument 
over the propriety of any one criticis- 
ing acts and decisions of courts. 


Mr. MacVeagh 
thought 
it WHS 


wrong to follow such a course and 
that it tends to breed anarchy. Mr. 
Mitchell said he was pleased to say 
the courts as a lule are fair, 'but he 
iegTette-d that in the course of his 
experience he had found some judges 
against laibor. He referred to Judge 
Jacksan, of West Virginia, who, he 
said, had made a great many seri- 
ous reflections on men who gave up 
their lives to the cause of labor. He 
add*d that there were no anarchists 
in the trade unions. Replying' to Mr. 
MncVeagh.?s 
questions 
regarding

g-uaid. Mr. Mitchell said no loc.il in 
his union had^ ever expelled a man 
from the union for belonging to the 
guard and that no national

York state, he said, had taken such 
action and it Imu been her;.lde'd over 
Lhe country. Hi was not lesponsible 
for What some other organizations 
did. 


Mr. M;.cVi>ngh concluded his exam- 


ination nt this point. 


ENOUGH ON THAT LINE. 


As 50011 as Mr. MacVeagh had fin- 


ished Jud'go :Gray announced 
that 


the commission did not wish to limit 
the liberty of any one appearing in 
this case as representing others, but 
they believed they hnd obtained is 
much information as they are likely 
to get on the subjects touched upon. 


Judge Gray announced, however, 


(hat if there was any new line *f 
examination the commission would 
not object -to hearing; the testimony. 


Tanner 
Congressman 
Simon I'. 


Wolverton, representing rhe Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company, informed the commission 
that future examinations would be 
very brief. 


Francis R. Gowcn, representing the

'•The present movement on. the part 


of the railroads of the country to in- 
crease wages has no parallel dn the 
history of the nation, because of the 
immensity

volved and the great number of work- 
ers affected. 


"The president of one of the Gould 


roads said: 'It is the policy of the 
G'ould roads to pay its men as much 
ns any of the other roads.

crease we will make will not affect 
the surplus earnings of the different 
companies.
